Why are inquirers who are eligible for 


federal housing insisted upon to make 
application even though we are told there 
are more than 168 applications ahead of 
us? Does the number of applications In- 
fluence federal money? 


Presumably, you are referring to the 


Corsicana Housing Authority, the ad- 
ministrative agency of the city's two 
public housing projects. 


"We have never insisted on anyone 


making application on their inquiring 
about housing," answers Ed Blackburn, 
CHA executive director. "We tell them 
how many applications we have on file and 
we tell them they may make application if 
they wish, but we do not insist." 


"No, the number of applications we have 


does not influence federal money," he 
replied. 


Could you tell me how many fire truck 


accidents there have been in the history of 
the Corsicana Fire Department? 


Also, how much money has already been 


spent on painting the trucks the high 
visibility yellow, and are there any other 
cities our size who have painted, or are 
having their fire trucks painted, this new 
color? 


The 
department 
doesn't 
keep 


cumulative records on accidents. Chief 
Duane Womack and his 
predecessor, 


Charley Tieman, say they don't know how 
many accidents there have been. 


Womack says Dallas and DeSoto are two 


cities painting the trucks the new color, 
and numerous others are converting. He 
says a national survey1 endorsed by the 
National Fire Underwriters says the new 
color is the most visible in both daytime 
and at night. 


We've got another question on cost, and 


we'll go into that tomorrow. 


We read about clean-up campaigns so I 


would like to know: is there a law about 
litter in Corsicana; particularly at public 
place, residences and city 
property? 


And, if there is, why isn't it enforced? Also, 
why hasn't the school system cleaned up 
debris from Jackson High School? 


Acting City Manager Jack Russell said 


Corsicana does have a law dealing with 
litter in its "Refuse Code." 


"It is enforced when violations are 


called to our attention," Russell said. 


As to the Jackson school inquiry, Delma 


Ware, director of municipal services, 
reports he notified Supt. Joe Linssey 
within the last week the district is ex- 
pected by the city to "reactivate" contract 
arrangements which the schools had under 
way to have the abandoned buildings 
demolished and the debris cleared away. 


How much has changing the color of fire 


department vehicles cost? Corsicana has 
many capable auto paint shops, so why 
was this job not advertised for public bid? 


The city has spent $2,650 to repaint five 


vehicles lemon-lime to match the pumper 
truck which came in that color. 


City employes say former City Manager 


Dick Ballenger asked for some price 
quotations, also directing former Fire 
Chief Charley Tieman and, later, Chief 
Duane Womack to get some figures. 


Tieman said when he was checking he 


could only find one local firm that had a 
shop large enough to repaint the 65-foot 
aerial ladder truck, one that officials 
wanted repainted. 


Womack got one local cost estimate, one 


from Kerens and three from Dallas. He 
said it was difficult to get estimates 
because the firms either didn't want to 
repaint the aerial ladder truck or wanted 
an amount the city manager said was too 
high. 


Womack said BaDenger called him in' 


January and said, "We (not elaborating on 
the 'We') selected Ray Bass" to repaint 
the five units for $2,650. 


Contacted at River Oaks where he is 


presently 
city manager, Ballenger 


acknowledges "we didn't take formal bids, 
but my instructions from the commission 
(during a discussion at a meeting) were to 
have the trucks repainted. Obviously, I 
was going to get them painted the cheapest 
way I could to save the taxpayers money," 
Ballenger said. 


Ballenger said nobody wanted to take on 


the repainting of the ladder truck. As he 
recalls, bid estimates were solicited from 
two Waco firms, at least three in Dallas, 
one in Kerens, and two in Corsicana. "The 
$2,650 bid for five vehicles I got from Ray 
Bass was slightly less than the best bid of 
$3,000 we got just for painting the ladder 
truck," Ballender said, noting one shop 
wanted in excess of $12,000 to paint all five. 


It is my understanding that there is an 


ordinance which prohibits the raising of 
poultry within the city limits of Corsicana. 
If this is true, why is nothing done about 
the pigeons that are being propagated at a 
residence in the middle of the city? 


They fly for blocks around and take up 


residence on the roofs of other homes. The 
papers are full of accounts of things other 
localities are doing to get rid of pigeons, 
because it is a well known fact they carry 
diseases. Why doesn't Corsicana do 
something? 


Acting City Manager Jack Russell says 


Corsicana has an ordinance which says, in 
part: "It shall be unlawful for any 
domestic foul to run at large in the city" 
so raising and letting pigeons fly loose 
would be in violation of this regulation. 


Russell recalled that when he previously 


was Corsicana's city manager, he 
received a complaint on a specific pigeon 
raiser. He contacted the party advising 
that if they did not cease the practice and 
get rid of those they had, the city would file 
against them for violating the ordinance, 
"and they got rid of the pigeons". 


The city, he reports, has investigated 


sterilization of pigeons as recommended 
by the SPCA, which calls for putting birth- 
control pills in their food. 


"But, the problem here in Corsicana has 


never been serious enough to justify that 
expense — this is being done in places 
plagued by literally thousands and 
thousands of pigeons," Russell com- 
mented. 


He suggests you contact him and give 


him the specific location involved.

School board candidates differ 
on four questions at conference

The four school board can- 


didates agreed substantially on 
12 of 16 questions asked them at 
a meeting of educators, ad- 
ministrators, and citizens held 
yesterday in the Corsicana High 
School auditorium. 


However, they differed in 


varying degrees on four of the 
16 queries. 


Questioned on whether they 


favored corporal discipline or 
paddling, Maco Stewart said it 
might lead to legal troules and 
also would probably best be left 
up to the administrators. Mrs. 
Blake Gillen said she believed 
in a well-ordered classroom" 
and that classroom 
teachers 


should 
enforce this 
under 


"administrative 
guidelines." 


Mrs. Tom Bunch said that an 
elementary 
schoolteacher's 


"having a paddle on the desk" 
would have a "good effect on 
discipline." 


G.G. 
(Jack) 
Summitt 


disagreed, saying that he was 
"not in favor of a board on a 
teacher's desk." He also added 
that spanking should be dealt 
with by the administrators. 


OPINIONS WERE divided on 


another question: "What is your 
feeling toward a school board 
member visiting a 
campus 


during time of a crisis and 
discussing the problem with an 
administrator on that campus? 


Stewart said simply that, "I 


have no authority to enforce 
discipline on campus" and that 
it should be left up to the ad- 
ministration. 
Mrs. 
Gillen 


agreed, saying that principals 
had enough to do without school 
board members going onto the 
campuses. 
She 
did 
add, 


however, that she felt it would 
be all right "in a capacity as 
interested citizen. The school 
board has no authority outside 
the board meeting, and only 
then 
as 
the 
board 
has 


authority." 


Mrs. Bunch said she saw 


nothing wrong with a board 
member visiting a campus, if 
only for information as to what 
was happening. "You know that 
when something happens, our 
phones ring off the wall," she 
said, "and we ought to visit the 
campus to ascertain facts and 
not rumors." Summitt agreed 
about the board 
member's 


visiting the campus as long as it 
was not in an official capacity. 


ON WHETHER A student 


should be promoted regardless 
of grades — a system of "social 
promotion," — Stewart said 
that "teachers should decide 
who should be promoted and 
who held back," Mrs. Gillen 
said that she was for "reap- 
praisal of phasing," and that 
grades 
K 
(kindergarten) 


through Five should be well- 
grounded in basic skills, Mrs. 
Bunch said that 
she was 


"against social promotion in the 
first three grades" because 
"too many students would be 
promoted 
before 
they 
are 


ready," and Summitt said that 
"if there is an alternative, it 
should be considered." 


There 
was 
sharp 


disagreement on a question of 
"How do you feel about the 
TSTA proposal of a $10,000 base 
for teachers?" Stewart 
an- 


swered 
that 
the 
salary 


"depends on state financing," 
Mrs. Gillen said that she had 
read the Governor's Plan and 
the TSTA plan and felt that 
TSTA's plan "has the most 
merit," adding that she had 
talked to a TSTA officer in 
Austin and he said TSTA might 
be "willing to compromise on 
salaries." Mrs. Bunch said, "I 
think it's great. I wish you 
luck." 
SUMMITT, HOWEVER, said 


he felt that $10,000 base pay is 
too 
much 
for 
beginning 


teachers." 


All four candidates agreed 


that the board should set policy 
and administrators should run 
the school, and that 
funds 


should be allocated for ad- 
vanced English, science and 
mathematics. 


They 
also 
agreed 
that 


"positive thinking" by teachers 
would help in improving public 
relations, 
that 
Corsicana 


teachers should keep their "$500 
increment" above base pay if a 
state pay raise is passed by the 
Legislature, and that female 
coaches should be paid the 
same as .male coaches for 
"equal work, equal time, and 
equal number of students." 


Although Stewart said that he 


would "abide by the will of 
Corsicana" as to the question of 
school board candidates being 
elected by precincts, the other 
candidates 
indicated 
disap- 


proval. The consensus was that 
it would cause board members 
to think too much about their 
own precincts and not enough 
about the overall picture. 


A QUESTION WHICH asked 


if "teachers could be given 
some voice in the process of 
selection of a school superin- 
tendent," 
was 
answered 


negatively. Negative answers 
were also given to the question, 
"What would be your position 
concerning 
merit 
pay 
for 


teachers?" 


"It sounds great in theory, but 


it would be hard to implement," 
Mrs. Bunch said. 


In answer to "Should the 


superintendent always adhere 
to 
a 
principal's 
recom- 


mendation that a teacher be 
rehired or fired," board can- 
didates said, in effect, "No. Not 
always." 


A definite "yes" was given to 


the question, "Would you be 
willing 
to 
formulate 
a 


Promotion Policy whereby job 
openings are made known to 
school personnel, 
applications 


submitted by interested parties, 
and 
then 
each 
application 


reviewed by the superintendent 
and board to determine the 
person best qualified?" 


But to a question of "How do 


you feel about the spending of 
the $142,000 emergency state 
aid for an emergency cost of 
living pay raise for teachers?" 
all the candidates said they 
understood that the money 
given 
Corsicana 
by 
the 


Legislature was to be used for 
operation and maintenance of 
the schools. 


The final question concerned 


Collins Scholarships, and asked 
candidates, 
"Would you be 


willing to make the necessary 
change to allow students to 
carry over funds not spent in a 
school year to apply to the 
following year or years?" 


IT 
WAS 
GENERALLY 


agreed by all four candidates 
that the suggestion had merit.

Experience on Amtrak not like train trips remembered from youth 


I've heard many statements 


in Corsicana that we ought to do 
what we can to get Amtrak 
passenger train service through 
here on a Dallas-to-Houston 
route. 


Now that I've ridden Amtrak 


from Dallas to Laredo, I'm 
pretty sure that it's only people 
who have never ridden Amtrak 
that are asking for its service. 


I even had trouble making a 


reservation. 


I called their roll-free number 


in Chicago. The girl told me 
there wasn't a train from Dallas 
to Laredo and either she hung 
up on me or we got discon- 
nected. 


The Associated Press (I was 


going to the AP convention) had 
assured me there was a train on 
Thursdays, so I called back. 
Sure enough there was. The 
second Amtrak girl gave me a 
reservation but made it clear 
that I should get my tickets 
through a ticket agency or else 
show up an hour early on the 
morning of the train ride. 


THE TRAIN LEAVES at 7:40 


a.m., which means they wanted 
me in Dallas at 6:40. That in 
turn means I'd have to leave 
Corsicana about 5 a.m. 


I didn't want to do that, so I 


made what I thought was a 
perfectly unnecessary trip to 
Dallas three days before my 


trip just to get my tickets. 


I even had problems on the 


trip to get the tickets. I parked 
on the north side of the terminal 
and got a nasty note from the 
"Dallas Security Force" that 
I'd parked in a space with a 10- 
minute limit, that I parked in a 
bus lane, and that I should have 
parked on the south side. 


I wanted to leave a nasty note 


in return that they ought to have 
some signs up to warn against 
all these misdeeds, but I don't 
even know what the Dallas 
Security Force is. 


WHEN I BOUGHT my ticket I

I trusted neither his ability to 
set the alarm for 4:30 nor his 
car's ability to get me to Dallas. 
He was more reliable than I 
was, though, and he had to wait 


on me to finish packing. 


Turn about is fair play, 


however, because I had to wait 
on the train. We got to Dallas, 
and I was ready to leave at 7:40 
a.m., but Amtrak wasn't. It left 
at 8:10, thirty minutes late. 


NOW I LOVE TRAIN trips, or 


used to. Several times in my 
courting days 15 years ago I 
would take about a 10 to 12-hour 
trip 
from 
Corsicana 
to 


Amarillo. (Most of you who

But this trip wasn't like the 


train trips I remembered. Our 
car got so cold in the morning 
that we needed sweaters. 


Then in the afternoon the air- 


conditioning 
quit, 
and 
the 


conductor had us switch cars 
because of the heat. 


And the trip seems to take 


forever. 


As I mentioned, I left Cor- 


sicana by car at 5 a.m., and by 
25 minutes after noon the train 
had reached Temple, 90 miles 


See AMTRAK, Pg.

away. 


I think the train was about an 


hour late out of Austin. E.C. 
Waagner's family took the train 
from Austin to Larado for a 
little vacation.

THE COACHES, except for 


the temperature, were com- 
fortable. Leg room is good. You 
get a good view of the coun- 
tryside.

everywhere, and even cut off 
the water before I spotted it 
down close to the floor. 


I came to be quite an 


authority on Amtrak restrooms 
on the way back after three 
days of Mexican food, and I 
considered them quite good. 
They did hide the paper towels 
from me on the way back, but I 
could have thought of several 
things I'd been in real trouble 
without if they'd hidden them 
instead. 


The final blow on the trip 


down, however, was that the 
train never made it to Laredo. 
We had to finish the trip by bus. 


SOME SORT OF of bridge 


burned out between San Antonio 


and Laredo, so the train had to 
give up and transfer us to the 
Greyhound bus depot. 


I won't go into a blow-by-blow 


on the transfer and the wait at 
Greyhound, 
but 
Amtrak's 


public relations on that ordeal 
got an F minus rating from me. 
They really flopped on telling us 
officially and correctly what 
happened, on whether we were 
getting a chartered 
bus or 


regular bus, on whether there 
was any difference in fare 
(there wasn't). 


Everybody was disappointed 


in the transfer. Waagner, for 
one, said his family had visited 
Laredo before and "half (the 
excitement of) the trip was the 
train ride." 


The Greyhound trip wasn't 


bad, though. The driver made 
good time; the bus was com- 
fortable; and, unlike some other 


methods of transportation 
I 


know of, the air-conditioning 
worked. 


Riding 
back 
home 
from 


Laredo was much like going 
down. We were late, but only 
about 30 minutes. 


THE AIR-CONDITIONING 


didn't work in at least one coach 
car, and at least part of the time 
in the dining car. 


The dining car to me indicates 


why the railroads are in trouble. 
We hear a lot about feather- 
bedding, when it comes to 
railroads — sticking manage- 
ment to outdated contracts and 
keeping the railroads 
from 


economizing and modernizing. 


I don't know whether this 


illustrates it or not, but I do 
know that at one point on the 
trip there were five waiters 


serving eight dining tables and 
four club tables (all of which 
were empty). You'd think with 
five waiters for eight tables, 
service would be cheery and set 
all types of speed records, but 
you'd be wrong. Service was 
pathetic. Maybe it was because 
they had so much help they 
couldn't get out of each other's 
way. 


I GOT OFF the train at 


Cleburne instead of Dallas. 
That made my wife have to 
drive another 20 miles to get 
me, and we were back in Cor- 
sicana long before the train was 
even scheduled in Dallas. 


You folks who are going south 


on Amtrak should consider 
getting on elsewhere other than 
Dallas and Fort Worth, too. 
Cleburne is the first option, but 
you 
might 
even board 
at 


McGregor or Temple and cut 
more time off the trip. 


And, believe me, you're going 


to be conscious of time on this 
train trip. They say Mussolini 
made the Italian trains run on 
time, and I've always figured he 
just told railroad officials which 
of their body parts he'd cut off 
for every 15 minutes they were 
late. 


Do you reckon that would 


work with Amtrak officials?

Thursday night agreed to request the Navarro County Com- 
missioners Court to advertise for bids for the hospital 
emergency room expansion when the hospital architect finalizes 
plans for the expansion; agreed to join in an effort with the 
hospital utilization committee in requesting Medicare to 
reconsider its denial of patient stay; discussed parking lot 
lighting; and approved a bad debt write-off of $8,863 on unpaid 


Gene Barren, administrator, reported that the deadline for 


having all plans completed in its application for Hill-Burton 
Federal Funds for the emergency room expansion is July 1. 


Hill-Burton Federal Funds'will provide $122,000 to the hospital 


if its application is approved with the stipulation that it match 
the funds on a dollar-for-dollar basis. 


The expansion calls for five examining rooms, one large 


emergency room, a nurses station, and a cast room that can be 
converted for general purposes. 


The entire facility, to be located on the first floor west wing of 


the hospital, will accommodate 10 patients or eight additional 
more than the present facility. 


Dr. E. Scott Middleton, chief of staff, reported that the 


hospital utilization committee has written letters to Senators 
Bentsen, Tower, and Teague informing them of its request to 
Medicare to reconsider its denial of patient stay. 


He related that Medicare does not pay for a patient's stay in 


the hospital if that stay is deemed as custodial. 


Dr. Middleton pointed out that in many instances prolonged 


length of stay is necessary for certain illnesses. 


The hospital utilization committee consisting of doctors and 


hospital representatives will review the charts of patients who 
are hospitalized for a certain length of time to see if their stay is 
justified. 


Members of the board agreed to sign the letters. 
Members of the board also discussed different types of 


lighting needed for the parking lot. No action was taken by the 
board.

"I ain't never been in no 


trouble in 107 years," says Will 
Wright, 117 E. llth Ave. He 
celebrated his 107th birthday 
Saturday. 


Wright's formula for living is 


simple. "The 
only thing I 


recommend is serving a living 
God. He's the cause of me being 


A resident of Texas since 1915 


and of Corsicana since 1938, 
Wright 
was 
born 
in 


Rockingham, North Carolina in 
1868. 
He says he came into the 


world "right behind slavery" 
and has seen "a lot of slavery 
time style." He makes it clear, 
however, that 
he 
has 
no 


resentments. 


"I was always able to be 


living pretty fare," he says. "I 
didn't get everything I wanted, 
but I got enough to keep me 
going." 


While he sees improvements 


in 
race 
relations, 
Wright 


believes people will never get 
along "Until they follow God's 
will." 


"I think I've done a pretty 


good job of it," he adds. "God 
can open up the way all right. 
And he can close it." 


Wright's favorite activity is 


working in and attending the 
Morning Star Baptist Church. 
"I'm the only deacon that's 
there that was in on the 
organizing," he states proudly. 
The church was organized in 
1942. 


In the early 1900s, Wright 


worked on the railroad, helping 
lay new tracks from Waco to 
Texarkana and also working for 
a time on the Cotton Belt line. 


After leaving the railroad, he 


began farming in the Kerens 
area. It was there he drove his 
first and last car. 


"The first car I seen...it was 


in 1900.1 never owned one and 
never drove but one. That was a 
T-Model Ford in 1915." He said 
his employer at the time gave 
him an opportunity to drive the 
car to the employer's home 
near Kerens and he accepted. 


Wright was doing well enough 


until he came to the house, 
where his boss instructed him to 
cross a culvert and drive 
around the corner of the house. 
"When I came across the 
culvert, I just headed right on 
into the porch." Wright added 
that the car owner's wife and 
children were inside the house 
at the time. "When that car hit, 
they went on out the back door." 


Wright said he would have 


probably driven the car up on 
the porch, had the vehicle's 
owner not reached over and 
turned off the ignition. 


Asked if he would offer advice" 


to others for a successful life, 
Wright said, "I think the main 
thing of it is serving God and 
trying to live a Christian life." 
He invited anyone to telephone 
him or drop by for a visit at any 
time.

A live broadcast from Ri- 


yadh, the Saudi capital, de- 
scribed the ceremony at which 
the new 62-year-old king and 
his 53-year-old brother, Crown 
Prince Fahd, received pledges 
of allegiance from princes of 
the royal family, military com- 
manders, 
Moslem religious 


leaders, Bedouin tribal chief- 
tains and commoners. 


Khaled, and Fahd at his side, 


were dressed in traditional 
flowing white robes with brown 
cloaks trimmed with gold. For 


90 minutes, the new king's sub- 
jects approached the throne one 
by one, placed their hands on 
the Koran, and made their 
pledges. 


The hundreds of Saudis in the 


royal court and thousands of 
citizens massed outside the 
government palace 
chanted 


"God is great" and "May Allah 
be with you." 


A sobbing radio announcer 


reported that King Khaled 
burst into tears, starting a 
chain reaction among the au- 
dience. 


There was no official word on 


the fate of Faisal's assassin, 
who the Saudi radio said ear- 
lier was a mentally deranged 
nephew of the king. Some Bei- 
rut newspapers said Faisal's

iquity, offspring of evildoers, 
sons who deal corruptly ... 
How the faithful city has be- 
come a harlot." 


But they did so in keen dedi- 


cation to Israel's good, steadily 
offering God's assurance of an 
unending love and an ultimate- 
ly shining destiny, "For Israel 
is saved with an everlasting 
salvation," says Isaiah 45:17, 
"to all eternity." 


In regard to the sizzling ad- 


monitions, both by the prophets 
and Jesus, it is one thing for 
them to speak to their own 
people that way, in genuine 
concern, and quite another for 
non-Jews to twist their caring 
into demeaning of Jews. 


While the common people 


were drawn massively to Jesus, 
his intellectual sparring part- 
ners were the high-minded, 
scrupulous Pharisees. 
They 


were impressed, some begr- 
udgingly: 


"Look, the world has gone 


after him," they say in John 
12:19. 


Besides tilting with them 


about formalism, he also upset 
them by mingling with the wan- 
ton, the religiously slack, the 
Roman-hired tax collectors, the 
prostitutes, including one that 
showed up to anoint his feet, as 
noted in Luke 7, shocking his 
Pharisee host. 


"Those who are well have no 


need of a physician, but those 
who are sick," Jesus told the 
Pharisees, explaining his ap- 
proach in Matthew 9:12. 


The Pharisees, already of 


meticulously reverent habits, 
avoided fraternizing with the ir- 
religious riffraff in their striv- 
ing for purity, but Jesus con- 
sorted with all types. It vexed 
the Pharisees for a fellow rab- 
bi, with whom they associated 
closely, to do that. 


Similarly, however, Jesus' 


nonconformity also annoyed 
some of his own closest allies, 
including disciples of John the 
Baptist 
who had 
baptized 


Jesus. They demanded in Mat- 
thew 9:14: "Why do we and the 
Pharisees fast, but your dis- 
ciples do not fast?" It was a 
ritual difference within an in- 
terrelated circle. 


While some Pharisees at 


times spoke cuttingly of him, 
as he did of them, their words 
usually were mild compared 
with a remark by his own fami- 
ly in Mark 3:21: "He is out of 
his mind." But they still loved 
one another. 


Individual Pharisees natural- 


ly tried to confound him, as in 
the Matthew 22 episode about 
paying taxes to Caesar, but he 
also baited them with unan- 
swerable conundrums, as in 


Matthew 21:25. It was a duel of 
wits, among fraternal com- 
petitors. 


But on basic matters, such as 


believing in God's at we con- 
cern in human affairs tnd in a 
future afterlife, both Jesus and 
the conscientious Pharisees 
stood together against the rich, 
power-maneuvering Sadduccee 
party, which denied both con- 
cepts and which controlled the 
priesthood under sanction of 
Pontius Pilate. 


The Pharisees, idealistic and 


democratic teachers who de- 
scended from the poetic, chari- 
smatic Hassidim of two cen- 
turies before, were called "hab- 
herim" — neighbors. 


Like any group, they had 


their pockets of pettiness. In 
fact, there were seven types of 
Pharisees, ranging from the 
"fearing" and "reckoning" 
Pharisees, to the "love" Pha- 
risees, who were closest to 
Jesus. 


His regard for them is clear- 


ly shown by his frequent shar- 
ing of their hospitality. That 
they seriously respected him is 
explicitly brought out in several 
Scriptural passages. "You are 
right, Teacher," they say on 
various occasions. "Teacher, 
you have spoken well." 


Nicodemus, a leading Pha- 


risee of Jerusalem, had a long, 
private session with him, and 
indicated broadly how the Pha- 
risees felt in John 2:2: "Rabbi, 
we know that you are a teacher 
come from God; for no one can 
do these signs that you do, un- 
less God is with him." 


While the Sadducees worked 


with Pilate in getting rid of 
Jesus, Bible scholar Geza Ver- 
mes says there is no evidence 
of any active, organized part in 
it by the Pharisees, only in- 
dications of their distress. 


Yet, before the generation 


ended, both Pilate and the Sad- 
ducees had vanished into his- 
tory, while the sway of Jesus 
continued, as did that of the 
Pharisees, whose devotion, in- 
tellectual vigor and synagogue 
leadership became the heritage 
of modern Judaism.

tinue seeking friendship with 
the United States and other 


Western powers while contrib- 
uting liberally from 
Saudi 


Arabia's vast oil revenues to 
pressure on Israel to withdraw 
from East Jerusalem and all 
other Arab territories occupied 
in the 1967 war. 


Prayers were to be said over 


Faisal's body for most of the 
day, and at sunset the remains 
were to be buried in an un- 
marked grave, in accordance 


with the tenets of the Wahhabi 
Moslem sect. 


There was speculation that he 


would be buried beside his fa- 
ther, King Ibn Saud, who is 
buried somewhere on the out- 
skirts of Riyadh. 


Foreign leaders gathered in 


Riyadh to pay their respects to 
the dead king and his succes- 
sor. President Ford sent Vice 
President Nelson A. Rockefeller 


to express the U.S. govern- 
ment's condolences. 


The official Saudi radio said 


the assassin, Prince Faisal Ibn 
Musaed, fired several shots into 
his uncle's body during a gen- 
eral audience Tuesday on the 
occasion of the birthday of the 
Prophet Mohammed. 


Prince Faisal is reported to 


be 27, a graduate in political 
science.

Rockefeller to offer U.S. condolences 


TORREJON, Spain (AP) - 


Nelson A. Rockefeller, making 
his first overseas journey as 
vice president, stopped here 
briefly today en route to Saudi 
Arabia 
to 
offer 
President 


Ford's condolences on the as- 
sassination of King Faisal. 


An Air Force plane carrying 


Rockefeller and Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Alfred L. Athe- 
rton and a party of aides land- 
ed at the U.S. air base here, 
some 12 miles from Madrid, at 
10:59 a.m. (5:59 EOT) for an 


hour-long refueling stop. 


Rockefeller was bound for 


Jiddeh in Saudi Arabia where 
he was to remain overnight be- 
fore flyingto the winter capital 
of Riyadh on Thursay to meet 
with the new king and convey 
Ford's "deep shock and regret" 
on Faisal's death. 


The vice president was plan- 


ning to spend less than five 
hours in Riyadh before flying 
back to Washington via Torre- 
jon. 


Faisal was shot and killed 


Monday by one of his nephews. 
He will be buried today. Faisal 
was immediately succeeded on 
the throne by his brother, for- 
mer Crown Prince Khaled. 


As Ford's representative, 


Rockefeller is carrying "a per- 
sonal message from the Presi- 
dent to King Khaled expressing 
his condolences on the death of 
this great leader and his con- 
fidence that the bonds of friend- 
ship which have been forged 
between Saudi Arabia and the 
United States will endure," 


White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen said in Washington 
Tuesday. 


As Rockefeller prepared to 


board his jet before leaving 
Washington, he told newsmen 
there is every indication Saudi 
Arabia will continue its pro- 
American policies. 


He also said he would not dis- 


cuss substantive issues, such as 
the breakdown of Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger's 
Middle East peace effort, with 
the Saudi Arabians.

breathe easier now that the 
most pressing local problem 
has been solved ..." states a 
release from the city.

Mayor Walker pointed out 


that the project is absolutely 
essential to keeping the Wor- 
tham Hospital in operation 
under Medicare. The hospital is

Homes insured under the flood 
plan are insured at 25 cents per 
$100 and furniture insured at 35 
cents per $100. He pointed out 
that up to $15,000 in furniture 
can be insured.
